to  the  country  that  .should  be  engaging  the  at- 
lenUon  ol  Parliament.  The  suggestion  that  there 
It  w  Nttlo  to  be  dlactused  that  It  will  only _be 
nece&sary  for  Parliament  •  •  :  i.iiii  in  .srsslon 
for  a  shorl-time  when  it  meets  on  November  5 
la  a  denial  of  parliamentary  respon.sibiiity.  It 
will  be  Interpreted  in  .some  quarters  as  an  attempt 
by  those  who  are  directing  the  country  .s  war 
effort  to  evade  criticism.  There  are  many  vital 
matters  that  call  for  parliamentary  attention, 
and  the  Oovernment.  bearing  in  mind  the  slow 
raq)onae  of  the  public  to  the  last  War  Loan, 
would  do  well  to  allow  full  latitude  to  discussion 
on  all  subjects  relating  to  this  country's  partici- 
pation in  the  War 

There  is  the  question  of  war  contracts,  Involving 
expenditures  of  hiindrMs  of  mlllion.s  of  dollars. 
Parliament  should  be  shown,  by  chapter  and 
verse,  that  not  only  Is  no  money  being  wastrd 
because  of  this  outlay  but  that  full  value  is  beiiiR 
received  for  every  dollar  spent,  and  that  the 
proflto  being  made  by  contractors  are  not  undue. 
Moreover,  there  should  be  the  utmo.st  clarity 
In  omcial  explanations  to  show  ,  that  there  are 
no  political  middleBien  allowed  to  operate  in  the 
dispensing  of  war  contract.s  It  .should  not  be 
necessarj^to^enu  m^^Mitman^^n'^^hc 
po.:ltion  of  maltinR  money  out  of  the  blood  and 
sacrifice  of  the  people;  places  them  In  a  category 
BO  lesa  deq>leable  than  that  of  traitors. 

There  Is  the  policy  of  the  conscription  of  man 
power  due  for  discussion.  The  country  is  now 
pcrsiaded  that  the  measure  to  which  this  is  being 
undertakeri  is  little  more  than  a  political  gesture, 
that  it  only  touches  the  .surface  of  vi  iiat  conserip- 
Moa  means,  and  that  the  youns  men  being  given 
a  smattering  of  training  under  this  plan  wUl  not 
be  equipped  for  the  defence  of  Canada  It  is  only 
in  this  thirty-day  training  plan  that  any  use 
has  been  made  of  National  Registration.  Parlla- 
irent  is  entitled  to  know  what,  if  anything  fur- 
ther, is  proposed,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  Is  a  threatened  shortage  of  man  power 
In  Eastern  munition  factories. 

There  is  the  question  of  the  Active  Service 
ftorce.  When  the  poUcy  of  mobUising  man  power 
was  decreed  on  the  ea.sy  installment  plan  and 
With  the  minimum  of  use— it  was  announced  by 
the  MtDister  of  National  Defence  that  an  end 
would  be  put  to  voluntary  enlistment  for  tlie 
AcUve  Service  Force.  This  policy  has  not  been 
followed  strictly.  Recruits  are  still  being  accepted 
In  a  desultory  way.  To  all  Intents  and  purposes, 
however,  so  far  as  the  formation  of  new  divisions 
lor  parttelpatlmi  in  the  War  is  concerned,  this 
branch  of  war  effort,  one  of  the  most  Important 
of  all,  is  suspended.  Parliament  should  be  in- 
formed what  are  future  mLentions  and,  more- 
over, should  insist  on  Its  right  to  say  what  shall 
be  done  and  what  provision  is  to  be  made  for  this 
country's  participation  in  the  eventual  thrust 
that  will  lead  to  the  defeat  of  the  enemy.  The 
longer  plans  remain  nebulous  about  this  impera- 
tive factor  in  war  effort,  the  longer  victory  will 
be  pos^Mned.  ' 

A  new  element  in  the  international  "tttuation 
that  has  arisen  since  Parliament  wu  last  in  ' 
session  Is  the  adhesion  of  Japan  to  the  Rome- 
Berlin  Axis.  Tills  raiMs  thr  ^iit  .'i,.!!  (jf  present 
and  prospective  problems  m  ,the  Pactiflc  Ocean 
and  In  the  eountrtoe  which  <wrder  on  this  great 
expanse.  There  is,  for  Instance,  need  of  adequate 
naval  forces  on  this  Coast  to  meet  any  emer- 
gency. There  is  the  qustlon,  too,  of  air  defences. 
The.se  at  present  are  in  mere  .skeleton  form,  .so 
far  as  the  defence  of  the  Pacific  Coast  of  Canada 
Is  concerned.  As  a  part  and  parcel  of  such  an 
aerial  policy,  ground  defences  are  conspicuous  by 
their  absence.  EverythinR,  in  fact,  in  this  particu- 
lar U  In  an  embryonic  sUge,  and  whatever  co- 
ordinated poUcy  there  is  for  the  future  hardly 
seems  to  be  in  appreciable  motion.  The  Members 
Of  Parliament  for  this  Province  sliould  be  a  wUt 
In  asking  for  a  full  investigation  and  for  a  care- 
fully rounded  out  plan  for  tht  aerial  defences 
of  the  Pacific  Coast.

up  by  bull-dozers;  mud  and  dirt  everywhere;  the 
huts  only  half  finished    When  we  got  to  our 
allotied  bunkhouse,'  we  found  it  was  apparently 
a  itorehouae.  About  1,000  doon.  etc..  were  piled 
there  ...  no  fire  on  .  .  .  shavings  and  bits  of 
wood  everywhere;  no  water,  no  beds,  no  mat- 
tresses, no  food,  and  It  was  about  1  p.m.  by  then 
.  .  .  The  electric  light  was  only  half  wired:  still 
no  water-  the  lines  are  dug  up  with  huge  ditc 
as  the  water  .sTsiem  is  being  laid.  More  great 
dit?hes  are  laid  down  away  from  camp  .  .  .  the 
sewage  system  is  also  not  completed.  The  ablu- 
tion huts  are  not  finished  ...  no  plumbing  ii>. 
them.  There  has  been  only  one  cookhouse  open 
until  today.  Over  i.OOO  men  lined  up  in  a  single 
file  Into  one  cookhouse,  and  with  no  tables  or 
benclie.s    In  other  words,  no  mess  hall.  We  ju;;t 
came  back  and  eat  on  OUr  bunks.  And  then  no 
water  to  wash  our  pUtes  and  utensils  with  .  .  . 
The  washing  parade  is  so  pitiful  it  is  funny. 
Picture  a  whole  company,  towels  on  shoulders, 
parading  dovm  to  a  little  three-feet- wide  stream 
of  freezing  cold  water,  muddy  and  dirty.  Its  the 
only  wash  of  the  day.  You  can't  imagine  the 
scarcity  of  water— no  washing— it  is  awful!  " 

The  foregoing  U  a  part  of  the  picture  that 
awaited  the  First  BattaHon,  Canadian  Scottish 
Regiment^  on  Its  arrival  at  an  Eastern  camp  a 
few  weeis  ago.  The  story  appeared  in  Sunday's 
issue  of  this  newspaper,  but  bears  repetition  if 
it  is  the  means  of  shaking  authority  out  of  Its 
complacency  and  muddling  Ui  providing  for  the 
common  decencies  of  life  for  the  soldiers  of  this 
Dominion.

ESCAPmO  PKISONERS  OP  WAR 


A  recaptured  prisoner  of  war  tells  of  how  deeply 
impressed  he  was  by  _^he  generosity  and  assistance 
of  the  Canadian  pUblig  while  attempting  his 
flight  from  an  Internment  camp.  This  is  related 
by  the  Director  of  Public  Information  at  Ottawa, 
who  tells  of  how  this  prisoner  was  given  three 
lifts  by  motor  between  Mimico  and  Burlington, 
and  his  third  benefactor  even  offered  him  a 
Job.  •  The  apparel  worn  by  prisoners  of  war  is 
made  of  either  black  or  blue  denim  with  a  large 
circle  of  scarlet  on  the  back  of  the  smock  and  a 
four-inch  stripe  down  the  outer  side  of  the  right 
trouser  leg.  Thus,  there  Is  no  mistaking  them. 
It  is  related  of  the  prisoner  who  paid  tribute  to 
the  generosity  and  assistance  of  the  public  that 
the  stripe  on  his  trou.ser  leg  was  covered  by  a  oair 

Of  overalls,  buj  the  cirde  on  his  back  stood  out  ga,h:-rlng.  In  dulcet  tone.  h.  told 
like  a  beacon  light."  That  is  the  language  of 
the  Bureau  of  Public  Information.  The  people 
are  beirig  told  how  to  "spot"  escaping  prisoners 
of  war.  '  The  key  to  the  solution  of  the  problem, 
however,  should  be  such  precautions  as  Will  pre- 
vent them  from,  even  temporarily,  obtaining  their 
liberty.

The  letter  reads:  "1  have  a  sad 
.storv  to  relat<>  to  you,  that  Kenneth, 
my  eldest  son,  lost  hlA  life  In  the 
R  A-r.  on  July  3t.  his  twenty-eighth 
blrfhdnv.  It  lias  be<>n  a  great  blow 
to  us  all.  but  out  of  our  .sorrow  there 
emerges  a  great  pride  in  what  he 
has  done.  He  never  faltered,  for  he 
was  always  keen,  always  happy  In 
tho  R  A. P.,  and  seemed  bent  on  do- 
ling everything  that  was  required 
of  him— and  moeh  wfM  required. 
We  were  proud  of  him  iKfore,  but 
even  prouder  still  now."

History  Incidents 

Tl^e  romance  of  early  British  Co- 
lumbia, going  back  ftOMO  years  to 
tha  days  of  the  Marpde  man,  was 

traced  by  Bruoe  A.  McKelvie  in  a 
lecture  given  at  the  Fairfield  United 
Church  last  night,  on  the  occasion 
of  the  church's  twenty-eight  anni- 
versary. 

In  the  time  at  his  disposal.  Mr 
McKelvie  recounted  many  fascinat- 
ing storlea  6t  tha  early  explorers  and 

climaxed  his  lecture  with  a  recital 
of  an  incident  in  BritLsh  Columbia  s 
history,  which  occurred  exactly  i.so 
yeara  ago  today,  and  whliph  might 
hava  led  to  a  world  eonfUet  Involv- 
ing as  many  countries  In  strife  as 
are  engaged  In  war  today. 

At  tlie  doee  of  the  lecture,  Mr. 
McKelvie  exhibited  to  hiterested 
listeners  a  museum  piece,  which  is 
a  physical  .symbol  of  Britain  s  sover- 
eignty over  Vancouver  Island  in 
days  gone  by.

LONDON.  Oct.  21  iJP)  —Windows 
were  .smashed  in  the  United  States' 
big  new  embas.sy  building  on  Gros- 
venor  Square  In  a  reoent  Nasi  air 
raid,  bat  tha  red  brlek.  whlta-trlm- 
med  Colonial  structure  was  not 
badly  damaged  and  no  member  o( 
the  staff  waa  injured. 

A  German  plane  laid  a  stlek  of 
bombs  aeroM  the  big  square  in  Lon- 
don's fashionable  West  End  one 
demolished  a  house,  damaged  two 
others  acroea  the  squara  and  blow  in 
a  few  windows  of  tha  embassy. 

Another  bomb  failed  to  explode 
Immediately,  but  dug  It-self  a  deep 
pit  about  fifty  feet  from  the  door 
It  went  off  a  few  hours  later,  blasted 
more  windows  and  hurled  soil  and 
stones  on  to  the  roof  and  against 
the  front  wall. 

The  inside  was  not  damaged  and 
a  spokesman  said  today.  "We  re 
still  open  for  buslnes.s 

Ten  persons  were  killed  in  the 
same  raid,  when  a  German  bomb 
crashed  near  tha  TJCCA.  head- 
quarters In  Onat  Rtisael  Street. 

blasting  out  dOOia  and  windows  and 
blowing  down  taislda  partitions.  Be- 
tween 400  and  500  membera  ehel- 
tfred  in  the  gymnasium  «wo  not 
hnrt. 

Although  the  ouf.lde  walls  wete 
not  badly  damaged,  offlclais  aaid 
they  would  not  be  able  to  uee  the 
buUdins  again  until  after  the  war.
